Not 
Infrequently $5 00 has been shaded, 
chiefly on "dt'stress" cok j. There has 
heen less of this In tbe pt st week than 
formerly and in *rmt respect the mar- 
ket might be considered atron-ger, bm 
distress coke Is an unnsud thing and 
hardly makes part of the market.

Thus 
at 530,000,000 tons there would be an 
Increase in ten years of 11 'per cent, 
On the other band steel is being pro- 
duced at 65 per cent above .the av- 
erage rate of 1913, and as less steel 
is being exported one would expect 
there to be a correspondingly greater 
requirement in coal, for working up 
the steel in this country. 
Railroad 


freight ton-mileage is runnng at about 
50 per cent above the rate in 1913, and 
that means coal conaumpton'by the 
railroad as well as coal consumption 
by both the consignors and consignees 
of the freight. 


The disparity.is so remarkable that 


one is led to suspect that there are 
various influences at work tending to 
decrease the quantity of coal con- 
sumed per unit of Industrial activity.
